ity, or classical talent; often it is 
incorrect, and instrumental music 
is very "lacking. \Vhat then is the 
secret? I can only answer with the 
word— "SoiiL" Their inner-most 
soul is stirred; tht heart is melted; 
expression must be given, and it is 
given by the voice of song and the 
tear-dimmed eye. The deep emo- 
tion of the soul is their poured out. 

Spirit of Overcoming 

Another fact that ts very greatly 
-appreciated is the spirit of overcom- 
ing that prevails. Have not New- 
foundlanders been known as handy 
men! and they arc the most handy 
men I have ever met. fu tlie Old 
Land, and 1 presume also in Caii--^ 
ada, men, to <lo certain work, re- 
quire lo know the h'udc, l»il in New- 
foundland a man i* not afraid (o 
tackle almost any .work, lie erects 
his own house, or builds Ins own 
boat, mends his own clock, or re- 
pairs his own motor engine, In the 
oM n *y< of ^Ivntinn Army Work, 
when small drums could not lie ob- 
tained, he made his own drum — a 
rheese box for tin- body, rims made 
Uy hoops, anil ihe skin oi n sheep 
or bmh serviuu fmr ll^ad. I have 
pctrii many of these drums, ami, they 
bcinff wrJJ matlu, p;imicd :xm\ cord-' 
cd, I have failed io discover that 
they arc in any way inferior to the 
highly priced drums, Tilt; drum 
making, however, belongs to the 
days of old. JCo Corps in New- 
foundland is complete without the 
Iwo drums; in fact, I know of no 
Corps without ilicsc, and the mighty 
power of song could hardly have 
been kept up without the drums. To 
a stranger it may be distracting, but 
after a few times it is found the 
drum force;; the pace. 

New Properties Built 

In referring to the building abil- 
ity of the men, I must pay a tribute 
to their work an builders of Salva- 
tion Hall.5. During my three years 
command there have been built 
lliirly-scvci. new properties— Units. 
Schools or Ofliccr5 Quarters, and 
each nf these building schemes have 
been without burden, anxiety or 
irouble to the Provincial Com- 
mander. They very largely carry 
their own responsibility, nnd apart 
from a small grant from thcProvin- 
cial l : imd for doors, windows or 
scats, the Corps themselves build 
their properties. In many cases the 
heavy lumber is got out of the for- 
est. The Home, Leagues and Sew- 
ing Circles will work for sales, and 
the men comrades, led on Uy I lie 
Field Officer, ilu the work,' and to- 
day in . Newfoundland there arc . 
about two hundred nnd fifty mem- 
orials lo the self-sacrificing labour 
of our Officer* mid Soldiers.. These 
Houses of God arc raised by the 
blending of hard work with tlie 
overcoming spirit. 

In some lauds I have travelled, . I 
have met with Officers and Soldiers 
who have for years wanted a new 
Hall, and .have sat down and pa- 
tiently (or impatiently) waited for 
it; (hat is,. waited for "Hcndq.unrtcr5 
to do something." What Provin- 
cial Commander has not heard that 
phrase? It ia almost n stock word 
in some parts, but not in Newfound- 
land, 'fhey don't' wait for Head-.

The great River Euphrates be- 
. came unnavigable through the folly 
of the Turks, and the river bed'at 
Babylon was often absolutely dry.
